SYDNEY 'APt Austra¬ 
lia's national airline paid 
more than a half-million 
dollars Wednesday in a bomb 
hoax possibly inspired by the 
movie Doomsday Flight, 
shown here recently on tele¬ 
vision. 

The airline. Qantas. was 
told a barometric bomb was 
concealed on a Boeing 707 
jetliner <*n route to Hong 
Kong with 116 passengers 
aixiard. Qantas would have to 
l-ay S36G.U00 to find out the 
location of the device. *et to 
exp! >dc at a certain altitude 
while coming in to land, 

A search of the aircralt by 
the crew turned up nothing. 
Still, the airline agreed t<» the 
payoff in a downtown rendez¬ 
vous arranged through a 
series of phone conversations 
with the anonymous caller. 

Shortly after the payoff the 


caller informed Qantas there 
was no bomb and the plane, 
called back when the pilot 
was first warned, landed 
safely at Sydney international 
airport. It had circled for 6*3 
hours and its fuel tanks were 
almost empty. 

The plot was simple, airline 
officials said, and apparently 
was based on Doomsday 
Flight. 

In the movie, a lx>mb set to 
explode at 3.000 feet is slipped 
aboard a plane. The plane 
crew finally outwits the vil¬ 
lains by landing the aircralt 
at an airport at 3.200 feet 
elevation to avoid destruction.

No Intake, No Action

Hear hr. ThnstcKon: I have 
followed your Lost Secrets of 
Reducing and have lost in 
pounds in less than three 
weeks. That's great hut I 
have never been so consti¬ 
pated in my 65 years. I have 
tried plenty of prune juice 
and milk of magnesia hut am 
still lx;und up and fear colitis 
or bowel obstruction. Should 
this diet of yours cause 
constipation? D.ll. 

Nb, it shouldn’t, and I doubt 
dial it has. By the way, I 
don’t recommend trying to 
lose Weight at^ the rate you 
doserilio, whidh doubtless con¬ 
tributes to what you call 
"constipation." 

The |Miint is that I question 
whether you are really con¬ 
stipated. You have cut down 
your food intake drastically. 
The result is not only that you 
have reduced the calories you 
absorb hut also have greatly 
reduced the amount of bulk, 
or residue, that is left over 
and to be discharged by your 
colon. 

A well-regulated b n w e 1 
doesn't automatically operate 
on a timetable (although, 
other tilings being equal, a 
regular habit of evacuating is 
good). The bowel expels the 
residue when enough lias 
accumulated to require it. 

With your reducing pro¬ 
gram, you can’t say that 
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other things are equal. They 
have changed! With less 
material in the colon, why 
should you expect to have the 
bowel act as often as before? 

You may. if you wish, take 
one of the various hulk- 
producers; you can eat more 
low-calorie foods to provide 
hulk without gaining weight; 
you should in any event drink 
plenty of wate^ (or very low- 
calorie fluids). 

But |>ossibly your liest 
solution is to realize that you 
aren’t "constipated." h u t 
merely require less bowel 
action.

The Shorter Oxford Diction¬ 
ary supports this view by 
defining visitor as, "One who 
visits, officially for the pur¬ 
pose of Insjiection or super¬ 
vision in order to prevent or 
remove abuses or irregulari¬ 
ties.” 

The faculty view seems to 
bo that the panel Is adminis¬ 


tration window-dressing, while 
Nicholson is compelled to 
investigate the plight of the 
three by tlx? very nature of 
his ap|)ointment. 

The UVic statement an¬ 
nouncing the names of the 
panel concludes on an opti¬ 
mistic note saying. "It is 
hoped that the steps which 
have been taken will penult- in 


an early resolution of the 

issues." 

So far there has been no 
indication that Nicholson has 
sought legal advice ftn the 
current aspect of his historic 
role. w 

Doyle said he understood 
the faculty member’s solicitor 
has had no communication on 
Nicholson’s position.

Job Insurance Kitty 
Down $135 Million 


OTTAWA < CP) - The 
balance of the unemployment 
insurance fund dwindled by 
$135 million between March 
31, 1970, and the end of March 
this year. 

Officials of the Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Commission 
said Wedesday the fund bal¬ 
ance was $323 million at the 
end of March. 

The drain on the fund as a 
result of increased unemploy¬ 
ment was also reflected in 
figures released by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics. 

Benefit payments this 
March totalled $114 million, 
compared with $84 million in 
March, 1970. 

The average number of 
people drawing benefits was 
estimated at 640.000 In March, 
1971, compared with 528,000 in 
March last year. 


The number of benciicianes 
in February was estimated to 
be 692.000. 

A commission official said 
that despite the decline in the 
balance, "we don’t see an 
emergency problem arising." 

He said the commission 
does not project when the 
fund might run out because it 
does not expect unemploy¬ 
ment to continue at its current 
level. At any rate, the lund is 
not in imminent danger of 
exhaustion as it was in 1961 
when Parliament had to pro¬ 
vide temporary assistance, he 
said. 

Funding of the plan would 
be drastically revised with 
the passage expected this 
year of new legislation ex¬ 
tending coverage to an ad¬ 
ditional 1.2-million workers. 

The average individual pay¬ 


ment from the fund in March 
this year was $35.74 a week. 
The average benefit in Febru¬ 
ary was $36.47 and in March 
last year $35.36. 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (UPI) 

— While sheriff’s deputies 
unearthed body after body 
from a collection of crude 
graves north of here, a 37- 
year-old f,arm labor con¬ 
tractor was charged with 
murder Wednesday in the 
killings of at least 12 men, 
hacked to death and buried 
along the Feather River. 

Deputies digging up the 
sandy river banks in this lush, 
scenic area 100 miles north of 
San Francisco uncovered two 
bodies over the past week, 
seven in an all-night search 
Tuesday and three more 
Wednesday before they quit 
for the day. 

The victims were middle- 
aged white men. all appar¬ 
ently transient farm workers. 

Juan G>rnoa. a native of 
Mexico and a stocky, 200- 
pound father of four small 
daughters, was arrested at 4 1 
a.m. Wednesday. 

Clad in gray work pants, ! 
green shirt and cowboy boots 
and with a blanket thrown 
over his head to hide his face, 
he appeared before Yuba 
County Judge J J. llankins 
on multiple counts of murder. 

Hankins continued Corona's 
arraignment until June 2 to 
allow public defender Roy van . 
den Huevel to study the 
charge, and issued a stringent 
gag rule prohibiting the dis¬ 
trict attorney and sheriff 
from talking about the ease. 

The defendant uttered one 
word in the appearance — i 
"No," when the judge asked 
him if he could afford an 
attorney. 

C orona was described as a 
"quiet gentleman" in the 
middle-class suburb of Yuba 
City where he lived 

The farm laborers who 
worked for Corona and the 
farmers he worked for — 
including the one who touched J 
off the grisly discovery when 
he found the first Ixxiy last 
Thursday - said he was a 
good man to do business with. 


Sheriffs officers said they 
had no idea of tile motive. 

Most of the victims were 
not immediately identified. 
Sheriff’s deputies said they 
had been killed over a period 
of about six weeks and buried 
along a half-mile stretch of 
the river. 

Officers identified two of 
them as Kenneth Edward 
Whitacre. 40. of Alameda, 
Calif.; and Sigrid Emil Beier- 
mun, 63, of Marysville. Calif., 
who was also known as Pete 
Peterson. He had been miss- 
isg for a rponth. 

Sheriff Ray Whiteaker said 
the first nine victims found 
were all white men in their 
40s. 50s, and 60s. They had 
been killed with a machete or 
a meat cleaver and buried on 
their backs, their arms raised 
in a strange supplicant posi¬ 


tion and their shirts pulled 
over their bloody heads. 

The sheriff would not dis¬ 
cuss the evidence or say what 
led officers to Corona. He 
said there was no known 
motive but that the murders 
appeared to be "sadistic." 

The victims were found in 
six-foot deep graves scattered 
along a one-half-mile stretch 
on both sides of the Feather 
River, about five miles north 
of this central valley farming 
community of 25,000. 

Corona, a farm labor con¬ 
tractor supplying transient 
workers to farmers, had been 
licensed by the state since 
1962, and a state official said 
he had “a clear file." 

The first body was found 
last Thursday on the ranch of 
farmer Goro Kagehiro after 
he discovered freshly turned 


earth in his orchard and dug 
it up. He reported it tu the 
sheriff and deputies began 
checking out the area. 

The next day, another 
grave, this one empty, was 
found about 400 yards away. 
A farmer said he found it 
open about a month ago. kept 
his eye on it for about a 


week, then decided to fill it in 
because he was afraid his 
tractor would fall in it. 

On Tuesday, another body 
was found, and sheriff’s offi¬ 
cers started a foot-by-foot 
search of both banks of the 
river. The search went on 
through the night by flood¬ 
light in a drizzling rain.

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A Long Wait for Justice 


T HE DRY FACTS of dejpy In the hearing of 
cases by the Immigration Appeal Board speak 
far less than eloquently of the worry and menial 
suffering of those who mUBt wail for justice. But 
one can imagine what lies behind them, among 
people who have been ordered deported or whose 
immigration status is otherwise in question. To use 
the board’s own description in a newly published 
review of its operations, "Its decisions may, and 
sometimes do affect the life — occasionally 
literally the life — the liberty and the future of the 
individuals over whom it has jurisdiction.” 

The facts as cited in the review are these: 
Since the creation of the board in the fail of 1967, 
more than 7,700 appeals have been filed and to the 
end of last December, 2,923 decisions on appeals 
had been handed down. At that time, a backlog of 
4,750 cases remained to be heard, and, except in 
the case of persons detained under the Immigra¬ 
tion Act, "the time lag between the making of a 
deportation order and the heuring of an appeal is 
now two years. Appeals are being filed at the rate 
of 400 a month while the maximum number of 
actual appeals the board can deal with as presently 
constituted is some 1,000 a year; in addition the 


board must deal with and decide other proceedings 
related to appeals.” 

Conceivably as pi-ecedents stack up — the 
board reports that four volumes of selected 
judgments have been published and more than 300 
decisions have been indexed for reference — the 
disparity between the numlters of appeals filed and 
the eases heard will diminish. But at 4.8(H) and 
1,000 a year respectively it is far too great to offer 
any hope that the waiting period for a hearing will 
cease to grow. 

The board does not suggest in the review how 
It could be differently constituted to start catching 
up with the backlog, except by faint implication: 

"The small si/e of the Ixxtrd has enabled it to 
deal objectively with immigration appeals, in the 
context of the proper administration of justice. 
However, the heavy volume of cases, over which 
the board has no control, causes long delays in 
bringing appeals before the board when, in fact, 
promptness in scheduling and hearing a piles Is is a 
desirable objective of justice.” 

"An essential objective of justice" would surely 
be seen as no exaggeration. Win or lose, two years 
is too long to wail for a hearing, lei alone a judg¬ 
ment, and an extension of that delay should not 
lie tolerated. 


On Camera with Care 


T hat THERE IS a NEED for more industry in 
British Columbia can hardly Is- disputed. There 
Is ample room for further development, and 
although it might lie argued that over exploitation 
of some natural resources is fast approaching, 
there is one in which the field is wide open. 

The provincial government, in recognition of 
the fact that (he scenery of British Columbia could 
he one of the richest of resources, is inviting 
Hollywood film makers to set up shop. 

An Associated Press report from the Cali¬ 
fornia film centre tells of a full color brochure lure 
in the local trade papers in which Premier Bennett 
coaxes: "... our province offers an endless selec¬ 
tion of unspoiled scenic locations suitable for films 
of every type ... I cordially invite you to visit a 
few of our choice 'locations' in the near future.” 

In addition to the scenery itself, there are 
other advantages offered, including the Eady Plan 
by which producers can earn back revenue from 
movies made inside the British C6mmbnwealth. 

This is pointed out in the report by Ivan 
Stauffer who is described asyBritlsh Columbia's 
Hollywood representative and is quoted as saying: 
"We don’t want to take away any production that 
can lie done in Hollywood, but we can offer 
unparalleled scenery, as well as production costs 
thiil are considerably less than here In the U S." 

The "pitch" appears to lie a good one, but 
there are factors that should lie kept in focus. 


The film making must be On a "look but don't 
touch" understanding. And care must be taken, as 
well, that in its desire to catch some of the film 
business, British Columbia doesn’t catch Holly¬ 
wood's infectious "spending bug." ■ 

Presumably the government will undertake 
some entertaining of potential users of tlie British 
Columbia scene, will assist in providing certain 
facilities, and possibly make concessions in 
competition with other areas anxious for a piece of 
the film business. 

The stale of New Mexico, for instance, 
budgets $100,000 a year for its Film industry 
Commission which provides a guide and free air 
and ground transportation to film makers hunting 
for locations. The state also offers a $25,000 celling 
on workmen's compensation, no state income tax 
arid no tax on the film negative which are expenses 
which have deterred producers from filming in 
some other states. 

The results of New Mexico's efforis were 18 
film features or documentaries last year, with total 
budgets of $14 million. 

The slate legislature of Arizona is considering 
a film commission similar to that operating in New 
Mexico, with an initial appropriation of $50,000. 

British Columbia will have to decide how far it 
is prepared to go, and In so doing not allow the 
. glittler of the glamour industry to outshine the 
' economic benefits it could bring to i he province.

The more studious visitors 
have the British Museum on 
their list and that tukes lltein 
to a region in the middle of 
London where open space and 
tranquillity remain.

Bloomsbury who* 1 name sug¬ 
gests flowers and which does 
have some gardens in its 
handsome squares. 'Hie area 
was nohly planned two cen¬ 
turies ago by its first owners, 
the Dukes of Bedford, who 
served Iznidon well by keep¬ 
ing the new railways and 
termini on the fringe of then- 
estate and away from the 
centre of the town. Some of 
the old splendor remains in 
and around Bedford Square. 
Close to it is the British 
Museum which, with its vast 
storehouse of Isioks, has been 
for more than. a century a 
poor man’s university and the 
workshop of the students and 
authors who cannot afford to 
buy tiie l*»oks they need. 


If Is not haul to get a 
reader's ticket whieli admits 
one to a desk in the great 
domed part of the museum in 
the middle of the galleries 
where the finest antiquities 
and curios are on view. 
Almost any Ixwk, except the 
notoriously obscene, can l>e 
askod for and brought to 
one's place. The wait for the 
volume is not long. The 
•ervica la good and free for 
all. 

Since publisher* are legally 
bound to supply the museum 
with a freer copy of everything 
they print, anything can lie 
obtained. That creates a 
housing problem. Where are 
they to |>ut more shelves 
when all are crammed? Only 
new building can find room 
for more. 

That Is being .planned. A 
great new complex of seven 
acres will give a chanee for 

the museum library to expand

and for o t li e r national 
I i h r a r I e s to move into 
adjacent premises. Science 
and technology will h a v e 
priority aim mg Hie new¬ 
comers and their home will 
In- ready in 1978. With no 
charge lor their use they will 
make Bloomsbury the most 
bookish hub of any capital. 

The advantage of this con¬ 
centration lo teachers ami 
taught is obvious. They will 
lie spared time-wasting and 
money-eating travel. They 
will hav# more learning than 
ever at hand. When they 
come and go or walk out for 
a breath of air they pass 
through a civilized network of 
seemly architecture into what 
is left of an old dural 
pleusaunce 


If Bloomsbury Ii.ih ghosts 
they are of rare a nil curious 
quality. Readers at the same 
time in the 1870s were Karl 
Marx, a refugee from Europe, 
and George Bernard Shaw, a 
penniless immigrant from Ire¬ 
land. There are strange tales 
of Mane Hg one who t'njoyed a 
drink when he walked away 
from the hmiks to a bar. He is 
said, by a Herman friend who 
acted as his biographer, to 
have lieconie frisky and law¬ 
less at times and once out-ran 
a pursuing iiollcemaii. A fine* 
spectacle that must have been 
with t h e liearded revolu¬ 
tionary triunqihantly on tha 
run. 

Shaw was temperate hut 
took his chance of useful 
contacts In the reading room. 
It was a museum friendship 
which got him his first niche 
in ill-paid journalism and a 
lieginncr’s place among Uve 
playwrights. 

The books brought In the 
bookmen. A stream of 
authors made a hard and 
penurious start in Blooms¬ 
bury. They could live dose by 
since In the lesser streets 
were aheap lodgings and 
hoarding houses. An old song 
announced "How happy I 
could lie, on a pound a week 
In Bloomsbury-ee.” The needy 


and shabby B uhemuni 
gathered there. 

So, at the beginning of this 
century, did a group of more 
affluent intellectual^, known 
as the Bloomsbury Set. If 
there are surviving memories 
haunting llio squares, another 
heard, that of Lyllon 
Straobey, is Mapping over his 
long, lean body and among 
(he shades are many of Ills 
companion scholars and 
artists. Most distinguished of 
these, when 1 lived there (not 
on a pound a week but at no 
great coat) In the 1920s was 
Maynard Keynes, the radical 
economist whose mastery of 
that so-called "dismal 
science” was equalled by his 
connoisseurship of the artN. It 
is not sufficiently remem¬ 
bered that without him there 
might have lieen no Arts 
Council m Britain today. 

Much of the old residential 
Bloomsbury has gone. The 
new premises of Duulon 
University have devoured a 
part of it. Hie coming large 
extension of the museum and 
the national libraries will lake 
more. There will lie protests, 
hut we are promised that no 
building scheduled as worthy 
of preservation will t>e lost. 
This presents an urgent chal¬ 
lenge to the new architects if 
they Hre to serve this area as 
finely as did the men engaged 
by the early Dukes of Bedford 
in the past.

Program by Ottawa 
Seeks Drug Cost Cut 


OTTAWA flJPIl Health 
and Welfare Minister John 
Munro announced a program 
Wednesday which he said 
would "be a major step- 
towards reducing the cost of 
drugs to the public." 

Munro said tbe $2,355,000 
program would involve testing 
low-cost and generic drugs 
which physicians had l>oen 
hesitant to (treworibe because 
they were unsure of the 
quality. 

"Any program aimed at 
reducing drug costs must 
recognize the need to provide 
objective Information on drug 
quality to the profession* of 
medicine and pharmacy," he 
said. 

The minister said the four 
aspects of the program in¬ 
cluded "analysis, inspection 
of manufacturing facilities, 
assesment of efficacy and 
publication of results. 

"If we can satisfy fhe 
medical profession in Canada 
of the quality assurance of 
drugs — then we feel we‘ve 
mounted what in effect is a 
major breakthrough in the 
inhibitions of many physicians 
to prescribe some of these 
lower-cost drugs because they 


are not satisfied on the 
quality assurance aspect." 

Munro said Ns department 
would attempt to communi¬ 
cate with people who were 
a f fee ted by the high cost of 
drugs such as the aged, those 
receiving family allowance or 
welfare, so they would l»e 
aware that good, low-cost 
drugs were available. 

Philip Ilynard, the Con¬ 
servative party health critic, 
welcomed Munro's announce¬ 
ment but criticized it for not 
being able to deal with the 
cost of drugs in da* (ireeent 
and immediate future nor 
with the "larger problems of 
lirescriptfon drugs." 

Munro later told rejiorters 
the program was already 
beginning to take effect. He 
said the department had been 
sending out Infomatlon in the 
RX Bulletin, a pharmaceuti¬ 
cal publication, about t h e 
different price of the same 
drugs in certain areas so that 
doctors and druggists could 
do comparative shopping. 

New Democrat David Orll- 
kow said his party had 
suggested five or six years 
ago that the government 
should implement a system of 
widespread lests to reduce 
drug costs.

No Clear Sailing 
For Oil Motion 


OTTAWA (CP) — Debate 
on a motion to condemn any 
ahipment of Alaskan crude oil 
down the British Columbia 
coast continued in the Senate 
Wednesday, its author fight¬ 
ing for its life. 

Senator Hazen Al'gue 
(L—Saskatchewan) called an 
amendment to his motion a 
polite way of killing it.* 

The amendment, moved by 
Senator Paul Langlois (L— 
Quebec) several weeks ago. 
would send only the subject 
matter of Senator Argues 
motion, not the motion itself, 
to the Senate transport com¬ 
mittee. 

Senator Argue told the 
Senate that Canadians across 
the country are concerned 
with the proposed construct¬ 
ion of a pipeline from Prud- 
hoe Bay to the Alaskan. port 
of Valdez and especially with 
potential spills from tankers 
carrying the oil from Valdez 
to-the U S. 

To send the subject mutter 
of his motion to the transport 
committee would result in an 
interminable study of the 
situation at a time when it 
was urgent for the Senate to 
make clear to the U.S. where 
it stands. 

Opposition of the Senate to 
the pipeline proposal would 
generate wide support among 
increasingly powerful envi¬ 
ronmental groups in the U.S., 
the senator said. 

But If the Senate procras¬ 
tinated or killed the terms of 
the motion, critical comment 
from various quarters in 
Canada would result. 

Senator Ernest Manning 
(PC—Alberta) said that be¬ 
cause the pipeline and tanker 
route would be entirely within 
U.S. jurisdiction, he could not 
support the motion. 

It would be better to 
suggest alternatives to the 
U.S. government. But the 
poorly — worded motion 
would be more likely to 
prejudice Canada’s case. 

And to single out one 
particular port and one 
source of oil was “to take the 
question out of all true 
perspective.” Canada would 
"look ridiculous in the eyes of 
the world.” 

Senator James Prowse 
(L—Alberta) sided with Sen¬ 
ator Argue, calling the 
amendment to send the issue 
lo committee an obvious 
attempt to close the issue. 


He saId Canada may have 
no jurisdiction over U.S. 
activities, but because Canada 
might suffer pollution because 
of those activities it had a 
right and a duy to protest. 

Senator Eugene Kersey 
(U Ontario) said Senator 
Argue'a motion would not 
result in interference with 
U.S. autonomy, but* would 
merely be an expression of 
opinion.

local barge traffic should l»e 
prohibited. 

The women spoke with 
Davis for about 15 minutes in 
front of the Centre Block on 
Parliament Hill, then pre¬ 
sented him with a i>etition 
carrying 62,000 signatures of 
persons declaring themselves 
to he "unalterably opposed" 
to the tanker movement of 
Alaskan crude oil to north¬ 
western United States refin¬ 
eries. 

The tanker route, in con¬ 
junction with a trans-Alaska 
pipeline, is under study by the 
U.S. as one method to trans¬ 
port oil from wells at Pru- 
dhoe Bay. 

Mrs. Mallard told Davis 
that she and her friend 
learned last week in Washing¬ 


ton that U.S. politicians and 
officials are irritated with 
Canada's failure to outline its 
official position on the pipe¬ 
line-tanker proposal. 

If Canada stated its posi¬ 
tion, it was felt the subject 
might move to the floor of 
Congress for debate. 

Mrs. Mallard said SPEC is 
going to send a barrage of 
letters protesting the pro¬ 
posed tanker mute. "But. we 
must have the support of the 
government." 

Davis, to become minister 
of the environment when the 
g o v emment reorganization 
bill Is passed by Parliament, 
said there is no question that 
the government is opposed to 
U.S. tankers transporting 
crude oil so close to Canada. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Commons gave final approval 
Wednesday to the govern¬ 
ment’s bill that would set up 
an environment department 
and permit the prime min¬ 
ister to create pew ministries 
of state. 

The measure now goes to 
the Senate. 

Before passage on an in¬ 
formal voice vote, the Com¬ 
mons defeated an amendment 
by James McGrath (PC—St. 
John’s East) to send the bill 
hack to committee to add the 
title of deputy minister of 
fisheries to the position of 
deptuy minister of the en¬ 
vironment. 

The vote was 108 to 73, with 
Liberals siding against the 
three o p p o s i t o n parties. 
Standing in the 264-seat g Com¬ 
mons: Liberal 149, Conserva¬ 
tive 71. NDP 23. Social Credit 
13, Independent 2. Ind.- -Lib¬ 
eral 1, vacant 5. 

Tuesday, the government 
accepted an amendment 
urged by Atlantic-area opposi¬ 
tion MPs to make the en¬ 
vironment minister also carry 
the title of fisheries minister. 

Under the bill, the fisheries 
department would he elimin¬ 
ated. with resj>onsibility for 
fisheries going into the en¬ 
vironment department. 

Also defeated was an 
amendment by Stanley 
Know les (NDP Winnipeg 
North Centre) to the bill’s 
provision for changes in pub¬ 
lic service pensions. 

Liberals defeated the three 
opposition parties 105 to 67.

Permnsion Slated 

Prisoners Cool 
To Journey 
Back to Hanoi

SAIGON—The South Vietnamese government 
Wednesday began the unlikely task of talking some 
600 North Vietnamese prisoners into returning home. 

At the name time, in a 
formal communique, the Sai¬ 
gon regime accepted the date 


of June 4, which had been set 
by Hanoi Radio, as the time 
when the lick and wounded 
prisoners will be freed in a 
complicated at-sea arrange¬ 
ment off the North Vietna¬ 
mese coast. 

2 

There was an obvious air of 
uncertainty among officials 
concerned with the release: 
Americans, South Vietnamese 
and Saigon representatives of 
the International Committee 
for the Red Cross. 

The ICRC officials disclosed 
that it was only Wednesday 
when they were notified by 
the South Vietnamese govern¬ 
ment of the dates when they 
will be able to interview the 
prisoners to determine their 
wishes. The Saigon govern¬ 
ment said the interviews 
would start May 29 and must 
be completed four days later 
to permit time to get the 
prisoners moved by June 4. 

Some observers questioned 
whether the ICRC - which 
has only four officials and 
four interpreters available for 
the job — would lie able to 
interview the prisoners in 
only four days. 

..‘•American officials, h o w- 
ever. were hojieful the inter¬ 
views would be short and 
uncomplicated a matter of 
only a few minutes each. Just 
how the interviews would be 
conducted^ who would be 
present and other details 
were still undecided. ICRC 
officials were awaiting word 
from their headquarters in 
Geneva, which was concerned 
that the Geneva Conventions 
covering war prisoners be 
strictly observed. 

The ICRC will have the sole 
responsibility of determining 
whether the prisoners will be 
returned to North Vietnam. 

When the South Vietnamese 
pro|K>sed April 29 to free .77(1 
•lek and wounded North Viet¬ 
namese captives, and Hanoi 
s o mewhat surprisingly ac¬ 


cepted, hopes were raised 
that some kind of break¬ 
through might ba achieved on 
the ticklish prisoner of war 
question. 


While these hopes remain, 
It is evident that neither 
Saigon nor Washington had 
nude adequate preparations. 

Officials of both govern¬ 
ments were astonished to find 
out In a preliminary canvass 
of the sick and wounded that 
only 13 would volunteer to 
return to the north. 

Having proposed to free 570, 
the Saigon government faced 
an embarrassing situation. 

That is the big reason the 
Saigon government is now 
trying to convince the cap¬ 
tives that returning home is 
desirable. 

For insurance, the Saigon 
government also combed the 
PoW compounds (containing 
some 8,000 prisoners of war) 
for anyone who would qualify 
as sick or wounded and- 
gathered just over 600 men at 
the PoW compound at Bien 
Hoa, just outaide Saigon. 

Starting Wednesday, the 
prisoners heard over the 
camp loudspeakers a replay 
of the Hanoi broadcast which 
accepted their return. In this 
broadcast, Hanoi referred to 
them as "illegal detainees" 
and said they would be 
welcome to come and settle 
In North Vietnam. Hanoi did 
not acknowledge that they 
were war prisoners.

Technical Rally 

NEW YORK (AP) — Prices 
receded from most of their 
early rally gnirw, and blue 
ehips closed slightly lower. It 
was exactly one year after 
the Dow Jones average had 
sunk to its 1969-70 bear 
market low. 

The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrial stocks dipped 
0.28 to 906.41. Earlier it hnd 
been up slightly more than 
four points. However, the 
broader-based NYSE index of 
1,300 common stocks rose 0.09 
to 54.86. On May 26. 1970. the 
Dow average hit 631.16, its 
lowest level since November 
19, 1962, when it was 626.21. 

“The rally early today was 
primarily a technical one 
resulting from an oversold 
condition built up in the last 
two days.*' said one analyst

Decade’s Wage Raises 
Absorbed by Inflation 


OTTAWA (CP) — Ten 
years ago, workers in Cana¬ 
dian manufacturing plants 
drew an average wage of 
about $75 a week. 

This year,, the average is 
lopping $125 a week. But 
more than $30 of the $50 
increase has been eaten up by 
inflation. 

In terms of the 1961 pur¬ 
chasing value of the dollar for 
groceries, rent, clothing and 
other consumer goods and 
services, the average wage of 
$75 has increased to only $95. 

In other words, the typical 
man who works on the 
production line is really only 
$20-a-week better off than he 
was 10 years tago. 

These are the conclusions to 
he drawn from an analysis of 
average weekly wages in 
Canadian manufacturing in¬ 


dustry and changes in con¬ 
sumer prices compiled by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics. 

The average wage figures 
apply to hourly-rated workers 
in plants employing 20 or 
more workers. TTiey do not 
include the pay of full-time 
salaried employees, including 
plant managers and front 
office workers, but do include 
unskilled workers whose 
wages may be lower than 
skilled production workers, 
pulling the overall average 
down, 

Available statistics on in¬ 
comes are sketchy. The aver¬ 
age weekly paid in manufac¬ 
turing are reported to the 
bureau by employers with 20 
or more workers on their 
payrolls, 

The last year's high levels 


of unemployment do not ap¬ 
pear to have cut into average 
wages for those who have 
managed to keep their jobs. 
Last spring the average was 
running between $11* and $120 
a week. It rose to $123 in 
November, dipped to $120 in 
December and bounced back 
up to $124 in January. 

These statistics are not as 
up-to-date as the monthly 
consumer price index. Based 
on 1961 prices equalling 100, 
the Index of consumer prices 
rose last month to 132.2. 

That meant tht it cost 
$13.22 last month to buy what 
$10 >)ought in consumer goods 
and services in 1961. It is an 
increase of almost one-third 
in 10 years for the cost of 
living of average urban fami¬ 
lies on low-to-modest incomes.

TOKYO (Reuter) -Lead¬ 
ing Japanese car manufac¬ 
turers are planning to raise 
their export prices In the 
United States to slow down a 
sharp increase In American 
Imports of Japanese cars. 

Toyota Motor Oo. said the 
price increases would he 
enforced from September, hut 
could not disclose their ex¬ 
tent. 

Nissan Motor Co. said an¬ 
other reason for raising its 
export prices was to prepare 
for a revaluation of the yen, 
but Toyota said this was not a 
factor in its calculations.

Mayor Would Try Gains Tax 


100 MILE HOUSE. (CP) - 
Mayor Harold Moffatt of 
Prince George says he — for 
one — Would be prejiared to 
introduce a capital gains tax 
on property, before Ottawa 
does. 

Addressing delegates t o 
north-central municipal asso¬ 
ciation meeting last week in 
this Cariboo community. Mof¬ 


fatt agreed with the sugges¬ 
tion by guest speaker Dr. 
Reid Elliot, an economist with 
the University of Victoria. 

Moffatt — mayor of a city 
with a population of over 
33,000 — said he wouldn't 
mind putting the idea to the 
test in Prince George even if 
it meant going all the way to 
the supreme court. 


Elliot had earlier described 
the municipalities as a 
"rather ineffectual lot” who 
have watched Ottawa step 
into the taxation field, impos¬ 
ing only one tax — a business 
tax — while the senior 
governments have imposed 
the remaining tariffs. 

Victoria mayor Courtney 
Haddock said in an interview 


in Victoria Wednesday he 
does not feel Victoria would 
be interested in Moffatt’s 
proposal. 

“Will taxes of this nature 
compensate for capital 
losses,” Haddock asked? 

He said he would not object 
to a federal capital gains tax 
as long as all persons were 
treated alike. 


Ordinary citizens must con- 
ybute more time and money 
ii they want to save British 
Columbia’s cities in the next 
d ecade, Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell said 
Wednesday, 

Outlining his seven point 
"save the cities” program In 
a luncheon address to the 
Men’s Canadian Club at the 
Empress Hotel, Campbell 
said this goal cannot be 
a chieved without personal 
commitment. 

He called on “the very 
large number of fat-bottomed 
housewives and broad-bellied 
husbands who find it so 
difficult to drag themselves 
away from their television 
sets” to spend at least some 
of their free time on com¬ 
munity activities. 

"It used to be brother can 
you spare a dime,” Campbell 
said. "That has now become 
brother can you spend a 
couple of hours a week on the 
literally hundreds of jobs in 
the community which are 
going begging today.” 

He pointed out if this was 
done it would only amount to 
1.2 per cent of an individual's 
weekly time and the com¬ 
munity gains would be im- 
measureable. 

In addition, Campbell said, 
if each member of the B.C. 
labor force invested the sum 
of $100 annually in community 
development bonds the total 
would amount to $81.3 million 
and at 8 per cent a further 
$6.5 million in interest would 
remain in the province. 

The minister said $81.3 
million invested in this man¬ 
ner totals some 25 per cent 
more than all of the capital 
requirements of B.C. muni¬ 
cipalities last year. 

Sharply criticizing the pro¬ 
liferating "gloom and doom 
spreaders” who toss problems 
into the laps of all levels of 
government without offering 
any solutions, Campbell said: 
"I’m getting a little fed up." 

Noting New York City al¬ 
ready lacks capital resources 
to meet basic needs, he 
added, "I don’t want to live in 
B.C. if our cities can’t afford 
to keep the streets safe for 
our citizens or clean up the 
garbage.” 

Campbell’s other points 
were basically a reiteration of

Outdoor Club F ears Pollution 
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Thetis Project Safeguards Urged 


Unless stringent regulations 
ere enforced, a new housing 
dev elopment adjacent to 
Thetis Lake Park could pol¬ 
lute Thetis Lake or spoil the 
aesthetic nature of the park, 
Capital Regional Board was 
warned Wednesday. 

The board's planning de¬ 


partment Is studying a pro¬ 
posal from Thetis Park Es¬ 
tates Ltd. for a major private 
development of 500 to 700 
acres adjoining the park. 

The development would In¬ 
clude low, medium and high- 
income fa mily homes, 
schools, stores and recre¬ 
ational i 


' v * * 


In a letter to the board, the 
Outdoor Club of Victoria told 
the board it should make 
absolutely certain no septic 
tanks are installed in the 
development area, because of 
the rocky substrata of the 
area. 

“We realize that the an¬ 
nounced intention of the de¬ 
velopers is to connect up to a 
proposed sewer line," said 
president Robert Spearing in 
his letter. 

“But if this line is delayed 
we would certainly not want 
to see even a temporary 
sewage plant put in where 
there is a danger of any 
effluent reaching Thetis Lake 
or its surroundings.'* 

The letter also pointed out 
that because of the narrow¬ 
ness of the section of the park 
above the upper lake, there is 
too much risk of the housing 
units of the development 
being close enough to spoil 
the esthetic naturf of this 
section of the park. 

Also, its existence as an 
area of concentrated popula¬ 
tion would encourage an 
invasion of this end of the 
park that would be practically 
uncontrollable. 

'To ensure the preservation 
of the esthetic nature of the 
area, a suitable buffer zone 
should be set up, by expand¬ 
ing the park if necessary,” 
suggested the letter. 

"Also to control access 
routes to a reasonable 


number of footpaths and to 
pedestrian traffic, rather than 
horse and motorcycle traffic 
as well, a fence between the 
subdivision and the park 
should be considered with 
some sort of controlling bar¬ 
riers at the gateways in the 
fence.” 

The board also received for 
study the official presentation 
by Ocean Cement Ltd. for an 
810-acre development on Met- 
chosin Road in Colwood. 

The project, which would 
ultimately provide about 2,500 
units of accommodation, was 
described by Aid. Edith Gun¬ 
ning of Saanich aa "very 
exciting.” 

The company would proceed 
under a land-use contract, 
rather than asking for reaon- 
ing of the property. 

Under the contract tha 
company would guarantee to 
conform to certain plans and 
time schedules in develop¬ 
ment. 

The plan was referred to a 
special committee and to the 
board staff for study and for 
a report to the planning 
committee. 

In other business, the board 
decided to have executive 
director Dennis Young reply 
to questions posed by View 
Royal residents about a con¬ 
dominium row housing devel¬ 
opment in View Royal. Vil¬ 
lage Grove, by Bruce Cooke 
Building and Construction 
Ltd. 

T h i rty-eight one-and-two- 
bedroom units are being Inillt 
behind the View Royal fire- 
hall, and 66 petitioners asked 
three questions: 

• What assurance Is 
made that waste water dis¬ 
posal will function properly 
over an extended period of 
time? 

• If the disposal system 


malfunctions, who Is 
responsible? 

• Why was the permit 
approved by the health board 
when the department later 
asked the regional board to 
stop issuing building permits . 
in View Royal because of 
health hazards caused by 
sewage disposal? 

View Royal representative 
A1 Beasley said the project 
had been thoroughly discussed 
over an extended period, and 
he felt it was now time that 
the developer was left alone 
to carry on with the building. 

Tbe board also decided to 


approach the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to see if it would be 
prepared to deed Helmcken 
Centennial Park to the Capi¬ 
tal Regional Board. 

If the government is willing 


to do so, a referendum will be 
held in View Royal in Decem¬ 
ber to allow property owners 
to decide if they are willing to 
assume annual costs of the 
park, estimated at $3,200.

Victoria Will Ask Ottawa 
For Aid in Drugs Fight 


Victoria Police Commission 
decided Wednesday it would 
ask federal authorities for an 
increased RCMP force in the 
Victoria area to help fight an 
increasing drug problem. 

Commission chairman 
Mayor Courtney Haddock ItM 
the Colonist in an interview 
Wednesday that Victoria area 
RCMP must increase efforts 
to combat and control the 
drug problem and to educate 
the public on dangers of drug 
abuse. 

“This drug problem is very 


worrying. We can't legislate 
morals. 

“To fight the drug problem, 
we must have more help from 
the RCMP. 

“If we have to increase our 
own personnel, there will be 
mure costa for the city,” 
Haddock said. 

Victoria Police Chief Jdck 
Gregory said his force is “not 
shirking responsibility." How¬ 
ever, he said drug trafficking 
is "primarily the responsi¬ 
bility of the federal force.” 

Haddock said Tuesday there 


have been reports of increas¬ 
ing drug traffic that are "not 
very comforting." He said the 
city should try now to get an 
improved drug-fighting opera- 
t i o n “before we get 
swamped.” 

Gregory said he shared 
Haddock’s concern. There 
were “half a dozen" known 
drug addicts in Victoria five 
years ago and today there are 
“at least 50," Gregory said. 

Besides the RCMP drug 
squad, Victoria contributes 
one full-time policeman to the 


vfifk, as do two other of the 
Victoria-area force* — Saa¬ 
nich and Esquimau, Gregory 
said. 

Gregory added that “we are 
not unique in having this 
problem — it exists In nearly 
every city in North America 
today, if not the world.” 

Haddock called for more 
preventive action, but Greg¬ 
ory said this work is being 
done.

"It was a very 
expensive and drastic way to 
do it, though." 

The walkout, for what the 
union called educational 
seminars, had halted all 
nflfrtial freight runs between 
Edmonton and Vancouver, 
and on a line south from 
Prince Rupert. Passenger 


service was maintained by 
supervisory personnel. 

A spokesman for trainmen, 
engineers and firemen at 
Jasper, a strategic point on 
the CNR main line, said the 
employees were also con¬ 
cerned with the safety of a 
recently-installed Central 
Train Control system. 

The company spokesman 
said a meeting will be held 
with management and the 
signals department on the 
complaint. 


Food Poisoning Hits 


SASKATOON (CP) — 
Twelve persons are recover¬ 
ing in hospital from food 
p o i soning apparently con¬ 
tracted on a CNR passenger 
train Tuesday night, a fail¬ 
way spokesman said. 

None was reported in seri¬ 
ous condition. 

The super-continental, en 
route to Montreal from Van¬ 
couver, was delayed several 
hours while all food supplies 
were changed. 


Dr. William Chernenkoff, a 
CNR doctor in Saskatoon, 
estimated that about 20 per¬ 
sons had become ill, but the 
12 in hospital were the only 
ones taken from the train. 

He said he expected all 
would be released from hos¬ 
pital later today. 

"We don’t know the causa¬ 
tive orgnaism," he said. The 
food taken from the train will 
be tested at the provincial 
laboratory in Regina to deter¬ 


mine the source of tlje 
poisoning. The tests would 
take three to five days. 

He said the food poisoning 
presumably occurred on the 
train. 

A CNR spokesman said the 
illnesses developed on the 
train between Edmonton and 
Saskatoon. It was "the first 
time in my memory at least 
that such a thing has hap¬ 
pened on a CNR passenger 
train.”

Trudeau Keeps 
His Eye on U.S. 


MURMANSK (CP) - For 
the second time on Soviet soil, 
Prime Minister Trudeau ex¬ 
pressed concern Wednesday 
about the extent of American 
influence in Canada. 

He told a press conference 
at this Arctic seaport he 
would like to see Canada 
develop better relations with 


the Soviet Uniop without 
turning its back on the U.S. 

“Canadians are more and 
more sensitive to the dangers 
of American economic domin¬ 
ation.’’ he said. 

“We have a chdiee . . . 
Without breaking with our 
traditional friends we can 
learn to exchange technolo¬ 


gies with this country (the 
USSR ) which has made 
some breakthroughs in some 
areas." 

In Moscow. Trudeau cited 
what he called the danger tb 
C anada’s national identity 
from powerful U.S. influences 
in the cultural, economic and 
military fields.

Peterson Slams 
Bilingual Costs 


Wednesday’s news confer¬ 
ence took place aboard the 
world’s only nuclear-powered 
icebreaker, the Lenin, which 
apparently has returned to 
limited service after being out 
of operation because of 
trouble with its enriched- 
uranium reactor. 

Trudeau was shown around 
the Lenin and taken on a 
hovercraft ride around the 
magnificent harbor of this 
port made famous as an 
Allied convoy terminus in the 
Second World War. He also 
visited a museum of local 
history. 

Trudeau earlier recalled 
W e dnesday Canadian-Soviet 
wartime cooperation in a 
toast to the people of Mur¬ 
mansk. 

He was quoted by Tass 
News agency as saying: “We 
remember the alliance be¬ 
tween Canada and the Soviet 
Union during the Second 
World War and hope for a 
continuous and fruitful co- 
operation between our 
countries." 

Trudeau, speaking at a 
luncheon given in his honor 
by the Murmansk authorities, 
added: 

“The North is one of the 
few unexplored areas on 
earth. For us. as well as for 
you, it is an area of great 
daring." 

Later, the prime minister 
and Mrs. Trudeau flew to 
Leningrad, final stop of the 
first visit to the Soviet Union 
by a Canadian prime min¬ 
ister. 



OTTAWA (CP) - Attorney- 
general Leslie Peterson took 
a stand Tuesday against 
mandatory bilingual packag¬ 
ing and labelling of products 
sold in B.C. 

Such labelling would be¬ 
come compulsory by 1975 
under proposals discussed at 
a closed meeting of provin¬ 
cial and federal ministers on 
consumer affairs. 

Peterson issued a statement 
saying that imposition of such 
requirements on Western pro¬ 
ducers selling goods locally 
was the height of folly and 
would unnecessarily increase 
production costs in an area 
serving comparatively few 
French-speaking Canadians. 

He also objected to federal 
legislation in areas of con¬ 
sumer protection already 
under British Columbia law. 
These included prohibitions of 
tampering with automobile 
odometers and referral sell¬ 
ing. 

Quebec, supporting the fed¬ 
eral language initiative, tried 
to encourage acceptance of 
the concept that language 
should be a consumer right in 
legislation. 

William Tetley, Quebec 
minister of financial institu¬ 
tions, asked the conference 
what was the use of legislat¬ 
ing on consumer credit or 
warranties if a French-speak¬ 
ing consumer had to read the 
contract terms In English or 
vice-versa. 

He suggested other prov¬ 
inces gfve French-speaking 
consumers the right to ask 
for a contract in French. 

Ron Basford, federal min¬ 
ister of consumer affairs, 
upheld the federal position 
but said he hopes any differ¬ 
ences can be worked out. 

At the outset of the meet¬ 
ing. he and some provincial 
ministers stressed the im¬ 
portance of co-operation be¬ 
tween the two government 
levels in a comparatively new 
and rapidly developing field. 

He said federal and pro¬ 
vincial governments should 
start now to see what legis¬ 
lative steps are needed to 
clean up the whole question of 
man ufacturers’ guarantees 
and warranties. 

Consumer credit legislation 
was also getting an immedi¬ 
ate federal review with the 
aim of bringing it into line 
with current practices.

THUNDER BAY, Ont. (CP) 
— Earl Dawson, Canadian Ama¬ 
teur Hockey Association presi¬ 
dent, says the CAHA decision to 
"re-enter some areas of interna¬ 
tional competition" was made 
because "we now feel our policy 
was a negative one and it was 
time to review the stand and 
begin bargaining."

Dawson told the plenary ses¬ 
sion of the CAHA annual meet¬ 
ing the association's stand was 
not a negative policy at first but 
had become that way "because 
we had made our point." 

‘Now we have to be sure 
we’re not hurting our friends 
overseas and we have to atart 
bargaining with some of the Eu¬ 
ropean countries for their sup¬ 
port when it comes tim« next 
year to again discuss Canada's 
proposals to use any Canadian 
players in world competition.” 

Gordon Juckes, CAHA execu¬ 


tive director, said the Euro¬ 
peans "feel we’ve taken a good 
stand and we shouldn't be dis¬ 
couraged because we couldn't 
achieve all our objectives in the 
first year.”

Violence May Have Place

NEW YORK — A major 
University research centre 
made public. Tuesday a ex¬ 
tensive survey on public atti¬ 
tudes toward^^vTblence that 
painta the American male as 
a person greatly concerned 
about violence but ready to 
see it used as a solution to 
social problems. 

Among the findings of the 
Institute for Social Research 
•t the University of Michigan 
— findings based on lengthy 
interviews with nearly 1,400 


men. aged 16-64 — are the 
following: 

A large majority C65 per 
cent) said they were greatly 
worried about violence, par¬ 
ticularly civil disorders. 

A majority almost as large 
(61 per cent) said that in the 
case of ghetto riots involving 
the destruction of property, 
police should shoot, but not to 
kill, at least some times. 
Three of 10 said that the 
police should shoot to kill at 
least some times. 

Nearly half (48 per cent) 
said that police should shoot 
but to kill, at least some¬ 
times, in campus disturb¬ 


ances. Two of 10 said that 
police should shot to kill, at 
least sometimes. 

The nationwide study, made 
in the summer of 1969. was 
made public and explained to 
some degree by one of its 
directors, Dr. Monica 
Blumenthal. at a briefing 
sponsored by the Council for 
the Advancement of Science 
Writing. 

Dr. Blumenthal reminded 
her listeners that the time of 
information gathering as "a 
year after King and Kennedy 
had been killed; a yeat* before 
Kent State and Jackson 
State,’’ and that the ghetto

riots in the big dities had 
passed. 

"We were concerned with 
violence as used for social 
control (generally police vio¬ 
lence) and social change 
(such as that occurring in 
ghetto disturbances and cam¬ 
pus disorders)." 

Looking at the social 
change side of the ledger, 
nearly one in 10 men said 
they agreed, at least some¬ 
what, that with respect to 
changes needed by blacks, 
"protest in which some people 
are killed is necessary before 
changes will take place fast 
enough." 


Dr. Blumenthal quickly 
pointed out that "agreement 
with the statement does not 
necessarily mean that the 
respondent himself endoresed 
or would participate in vio¬ 
lence to bring about social 
change." 

Dr. Blumenthal emphasized 
a dictionary definition of 
violence - "the use of force 
such as to injure or harm." 

She concluded: "Americana 
appear willing to justify high 
levels of violence in the 
pursuit of their goals." She 
also said that violence is not 
an aberration in America but 
is a part of the value system.

The Capital Regional Board 
decided Wednesday to reas¬ 
sume responsibility for build¬ 
ing a new Clover Point 
outfall, and board engineer 
Bill Gerry was instructed to 
begin studies leading to de¬ 
tailed design and construc¬ 
tion. 

The move came after 
months of fruitless discussion 
between the city of Victoria 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment over the need to build 
the new outfall. 

The city has asked for 
permission to start construc¬ 
tion immediately to ease an 
overloaded system, and to 
extend a short outfall which 
brings sewage back onto 
beaches. 

The provincial government 
has been insisting on con¬ 
struction of a treatment plant 
first. 

“It’s a desperate situation,” 
said Victoria alderman 
Harold O 1 a f s o n as the 
regional board discussed the 
proposal Wednesday to reas¬ 
sume responsibility. 

“We can’t continue with the 
intolerable situation that ex¬ 
ists at the moment. 

"We have to lay it to this 
Mr. Loffmerk (health min¬ 
ister Ralph Loffmark) to get 
on with this now. 

“We have to impress the 
provincial government that 
we need this outfall now, and 
if we -have to go to treatment 
plants we can build them 
later." he said. 

Executive director Dennis 
Young explained that in 1968 
the regional board had turned 
over to the city responsibility 
for undertaking the work on 
tlx* Clover Point outfall, be¬ 
cause at that time it was felt

Snakes Alive! No Burglaries

^ DALLAS — Tilings haven't 
been the same' at the Ace Air 
Control Co. since the owners 
brought in six big Diam md- 
back rattlesnakes to serve 
as "watchdogs" at night. 

“The company had been a 
Victim of burglaries five 
times in as many weeks.

“Any burglar coming in 
here is likely to come out 
badly rattled," Fretwell 
joked. In the meantime the 
story got out about the Ace 
Air Control Co. and its 
rattlesnake "watchdogs."

ever left the store at night. So 
Fretwell and his partners 
aren't boasting any more 
about their unique idea.

ECreat Paul’s Crashing E Flat is Back 


'""LONDON (CP) — Rocked 
6y two powerful motors, 
Great Paul, biggest and most 
powerful bell in the Common¬ 
wealth, will resume its deep, 
booming toll today as it calls 
worshippers to St. Paul’s 
-Cathedral. 

*** Silent for seven years, the 
TT-ton giant, perched in one of 
“St. Paul’s huge towers, had 
jfprmerly required the efforts 
-Of four bell-ringers. When 
Jtbese became scarce, the 
-•daily boom ended — until a 


mechanical tolling device was 
installed. 

Twice a day the sound of 
Great Paul will rise above the 
traffic din with a crashing E 
flat that will reach London's 
meat market, the stock ex¬ 
change and banking belt as 
well as dock workers and 
Fleet Street newspapers. 

“On a still summer even¬ 
ing, Londoners should be able 
to hear it up to seven miles 
away,” says Paul Taylor, 57- 
year-old head of the bell- 


casting firm in Leicestershire 
where his father moulded 
Great Paul in 1881. 

"Mind you," he added, “it 
depends on which way the 
wind is blowing." 

A special cathedral service, 
attended by the Queen 
Mother, will mark resumption 
of the big boom. 

Fourth-largest in the world, 
Great Paul stands nine feet 
high with a 10-foot diameter 
and a thickness of nine 
inches. 


When it was installed in 
1881, two doors and a wall 
had to be knocked down 
before it could be fitted into 
St. Paul’s. On Aug. 31, 1882, 
the bell sounded for the first 
time. 

One of the last men to ring 
it manually was Wilfred 
Cripps. Now a 67-year-okl 
maintenance worker at St. 
Paul’s, Cripps recalled ,“the 
deep sounding boom.” 

“It was wonderful to watch 
in motion,” he said.

OTTAWA (CPLp Sales of 
records would probably rise if 
radio stations^ffl^ped broad¬ 
casting music, Stephen Stew¬ 
art, director-general of the 
International Federation of 
the Phonographic Industry, 
told the Senate banking com¬ 
mittee Wednesday. 

“Really?" asked Senator 
.John Connolly (L- -Ontario). 
“I find that difficult to 
believe." 

But Stewart maintained 
that repetitive playing of 
records on radio and tele¬ 
vision probably shortens their 
life. He added that sales are 
depressed when potential re¬ 
cord buyers tape broadcast 
music. 

He was before the commit- 


lee to Bight a bill that would 
prevent the record industry 
from collecing performing 
fees from broadcasters. 

Broadcasters have con¬ 
tended before the committee 
that record manufacturers 
fight to have their records 
played on radio stations and 
often offer them to stations 
free hoping to boost sales this 
way. 

Stewart and J. A. L. 
Sterling, deputy director of 
Ihe international federation, 
came from London, England, 
to press the record industry's 
case. 

They argued that most 
Western, countries either have 
considered or are considering 
legislation to give producers a 
copyright fee from broad¬ 


casters -- an argument the 
broadcasting industry has dis¬ 
puted. 

Furthermore, Stewart said, 
the record industry could be 
counted upon to return some 
of the money to performers. 
He said 25 per cent is the 
practice. 

The battle revolves around 
an application by Sound Re¬ 
cording Licences Ltd., which 
represents more than 25 
record manufacturers, to the 
copyright appeal board for a 
tariff on broadcasting use of 
records. 

Corporate Affairs Minister 
Ron Basford has said the 
tariff would not be In the 
public interest. The result has- 
been the Senate bill to block 
such a tariff.

An Oak Bay resident who

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The Late 


In our favored climate, March and 
November are considered the preferred 
months for the planting of roses, shrubs 
and trees, and at one time May Day 
was considered the absolute deadline. 

One reason why late planting was 
deemed hazardous is because these 
subjects have all leafed out by the end 
of April, and this foliage, exposed to sun 
and wind, transpires moisture more 
rapidly than the roots, crippled in 
transplanting, can take up moisture 
from the soil. 

This concept made things extraordi¬ 
narily difficult for the nurseryman, for 
he had to do his whole year’s business 
within the span 0 / a few short weeks in 
spring, with another brief flurry of 
sales at leaf-fall in the autumn. This is 
one reason why you so seldom run 
across a wealthy nurseryman. 

The breeding, growing and selling of 
plants is becoming big business these 
days, though, and in an effort to extend 
the selling season, some ingenious 
techniques have been evolved. 

Shrubs, and particularly roses, can 
be dug in the fall and held dormant 
under refrigeration for a period long 
after the normal planting time. Plastic 
or foil wraps, with a bit of damp moss 
or shredded bark, hold humidity at a 
high level within the package and keep 
the roots from drying out. 


Another technique to make late 
planting less hazardous is the "can¬ 
ning” of roses, shrubs and small trees. 
This .isn’t any airtight, vacuum-packed 
deal; the term means simply that the 
plants are potted up in large tin cans or 
in pltstlc or fibre containers of suitable 
size. 

These potted shnibs and trees are 
kept watered and fed and allowed to 
leaf out and make normal growth, just 
like the geraniubt growing in a jam tin 
on your Aunt Martha’s windowsill, until 
a customer comes along. The purchaser 
takes it home and ^lips the plant out of 
its container and into a hole In the 
ground with very little disturbance or 
injury to ths root*, and almost no 
setback to the plant’s growth. 

Other plants, notably small specimen 
conifers and broad-leaf evergreens, 
have their roots packed in a ball of soil 
and wrapped in sacking. These are 
called **B and B” specimens — hailed 
and burlapped — and such plants can 
be bought and planted successfully 
almost any time of the year. 

Generally speaking, it is safe to 
purchase any plants which have soil 
around their roots, even after they have 
leafed out. Bare-root roses and other 
packaged shrubs may or may not grow 
after a late planting, depending on how 
they were stored. 


If they have been held under 
refrigeration, they will be leafless and 
shoot growth shouldn’t be very far 
advanced; thepe should take hold tod 
grow away without too much hazard, 

There are a few things one cart do to 
lessen the hazards of late planting. As I 
have pointed out, the loss of moisture 
through the leaf pores must not exceed 
the amount pumped up by the roots, 
and one way to keep things in balance 
is to prune the new shrub or tree 
drastically. This reduces the area of 
leaf surface exposed to sun and wind. 

Another aid, very much worthwhile, 
Is to spray the foliage with WDt-Pruf. 
This is a liquid plastic that seals the leaf 
surface, slowing down the rite of 
transpiration. While formulated for 
trees and shrubs and especially coni¬ 
fers, I have used Wilt-Pruf on newly set- 
out bedding plants and tomato, plants 
with very happy results. 

Still another way to nurse a newly 
planted tree or shrub through its 
difficult adjustment period is to freshen 
up the foliage frequently wtth plain 
water, spraying as often as two or three 
times a day in dry or windy wehther. A 
fine misty spray is best for broad-leafed 
specimens, a forceful jet for the needle- 
bearing conifers.

Everybody looks at the 
world through colored glasses. 
Nobody is able to look at it 
through a “clear pane," be¬ 
cause each temperament and 
personality colors its vision 
and calls this color "the real 
world.” 

Some look through rose- 
colored glasses, other through 
darker hues. Some see the 
world in a bilious tone, others 
in muted shakes of grey, and 
still others in dramatic 
scarlets, or |»ale yellow. 

The “realist," therefore is 
not one who f o o 1 i s hly 
imagines that he alone sees 
the world in its "true” or 
"natural” color, without the 
distortion of spectacles — 
rather, it is the one who 
re .c ognizes the particular 
coloration of his personality. 


and discounts it in his esti¬ 
mate of “reality.” 

Even modern science has 
become increasingly modest 
in Its view of external 
objects. It is beginning to 
learn that “subjectivity" is 
impossible to escape in scien¬ 
tific research and investiga¬ 
tion; the very process of 
human examination itself dis¬ 
turbs the “realness” of the 
object being inspected or 
measured or photographed. 

This Is why we have only 
"mathematical models” of 
the elements in subatomic 
physics, and not "pcitures” of 
these particles at work. 

Predictions and projections 
about "what is going to 
happen” in the next few years 
depend as much upon the 


temperament of the predicter 
as upon the philosophy or 
history or ideology he 
espouses. 

Two seers can take the 
same set of facts and inter¬ 
pret them quite differently — 
one using them to see nothing 
but chaos and destruction 
ahead, the other using them 
as a basis for hope of 
progress and reconciliation in 
the conflicts of man. 

And their philosophies, 
while pretending to be rooted 
in fact or theory, are little 
more than extrapolations of 
their individual temperaments 
— rosy, Mack, or some shade 
in between. Every idea they 
touch is colored by the 
"glasses” they inevitably 
wear. 

But while scientists have 


learned to allow tor the 
“personal equation,” most 
thinkers have not. And we 
ourselves gravitate to those 
thinkers (or soothsayers) who 
most closely approximate our 
own temperaments, because 
we find their ideas congenial, 
and not because we have 
made any objective evaluation 
of them. 

Indeed, it is impossible to 
make any objective evalu¬ 
ation of the future, foe it is 
precisely the "invariables" in 
history that determine events. 
The most honest thing we can 
do is to discount at least SO 
per cen of what we “believe" 
as being in the service of both 
our self-interest and the par¬ 
ticular shade of glasses we 
were born with.

Marilyn, one of 12 finalists 
in the national teenage con¬ 
test, said she has “no idea 
whatsoever” who might have 
put the candy in her purse. 

But she said she hoped her 
experience might alert others 
to the dangers of drug use.

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‘Last of the Indian Cooks ’ 
Mourns Passing of Skills

Dick Harry is a short man 
IZwith white hair who wears a 
^•yellow plastic apron over 
.!*„ striped overalls as he cuts 
salmon into thick slices and 
slips them onto a wire rack 
’ which holds them for cooking. 

' At the same time he is 
v keeping watch over throe 
younger Indians who are 
standing tlie rocks up against 
a rail at tlie barbecue fire 
and turning them when one 
side of the fish is cooked. 

"But I’m afraid I’m one of 
tlie last of tlie Indian cooks,’’ 
Harry said. “I have a son and 
grandchildren, but they aren't 
interested. 

“You know, if you don’t like 
something, then you just don't 
do It. And they don't like tills; 
I guess they think it’s too 
hard. 

"But I love doing this sort 
, of thing, and when you love 
something, then you try to do 
it as much as you can.’’ 

Cooking Skills 

“* One of the ways Harry has 
found to utilize his cooking 
skills is at the barbecue at 
the Stsamis Indian Festival 
this week at McCauley Point 


in conjunction with Victorian 
Days. He is in charge of the 
barbecue pit which can cook 
220 pieces of salmon, Indian* 
style, in an hour and 10 
minutes. 

Tlie salmon is prepared in 
the traditional Indian manner, 
he said. "In my father's day, 
this was tlie only way they 
had to cook the fish. But even 
in my generation there was 
not so much interest — there 
were other ways to cook. Now 
there is even less."

Harry would not disclose 
tlie recipe lie uses for the 
salmon, but he did say he 
would not put any. sauce on 
the fish "We want the 
people here to like what we 
c«jok.” 

The secret of the barbecue 
flavor, he said, was mostly in 
the wood used. He uses alder 
and maple "and lots of it." A 
huge woodpile which sur¬ 
rounds the pit was brought 
down from the Central Saa¬ 
nich reserves by Hurry and 
some of the other Indians 
over a live-day period, he 
said. 

Tlie fire at McCauley Point 
is built on an angle with the 


racks holding the tish stand¬ 
ing almost vertically about a 
foot away. Normally, Harry 
said, the fire is horizontal and 
the racks lie on about a 30- 
degree angle, but this was 
impossible at the Stsamis 
Festival because bedrock pre¬ 
vented the Indians frog} dig¬ 
ging a level pit. 

The fire is kept at a 
temperature of between 450 
and 600 degrees, he said, and 
at that temperature it takes a 
little less than 20 minutes to 
cook a rack which holds 
lie tween 50 and 55 pieces of 
salmon. 

A different method, be said, 
is used to cook other meats, 
particularly sea] and por¬ 
poise. In this, Harry ex¬ 
plained, a deep level pit is 
dug and a hot fire burned in 
it for an hour and a half. 

Steam Out 

Then the fire is extin¬ 
guished and the ashes cleaned 
out of the pit. The meat is 
then placed in the pit and 
covered with kelp, seaweed, 
Oregon grape and other wild 
plants. The pit is sealed 
tightly so no steam escajies, 
and the meat cooked for an 
hour. 


"You can tell when it's 
done." he said, "because the 
, steam starts to come out 
then." 

However. Harry said, he is 
the last person on the Saanich 
Peninsula who can cook meat 
that way. 

The Stsamis Festival is not 
the only place where Harry 
runs barbecues. During the 
summer he will travel to 
Indian festivals of various 
sorts most weekends, on tlie 
Island, the Mainland and in 
Washington, putting on such 
barbecues, he said. 

The biggest one, he added, 
will be the SeaFair in Seattle 
in August "where we talk 
about tons of fish, not 
pounds." 

Guitar Tunes 

The salmon barbecue is 
only one part of the Stsamis 
Festival which continues until 
Saturday. Programs of tradi¬ 
tional ceremonial songs and 
dunces are put on by various 
tribes each afternoon and 
evening, and Saturday after¬ 
noon 17 or 18 war canoes are 
expected to take part in races 
<5ff the point, both one mile 
sprints and a four-mile race. 

Tuesday night much of the 


entertainment was put on by 
Chief Dan George and his 
family and tribesmen from 
the North Vancouver area. A 
large crowd which gathered 
heard George give a soliloquy 
and also heard Indians with 
modern guitars play such 
oldtime (xxintry tunes as 
Have I Told You Lately that I 
Love You. 

One Indian in full regalia 
then danced the snake dance, 
holding a live snake in each 
hand. At the beginning and 
end of the dance, he paused 
and shook rattles over one of 
the snakes which seemed to 
wriggje in time with the beat 
of the rattles. 

Final event of the evening 
was the Friendship Dance, 
traditionally a dance of the 
Cree and Blackfoot Indians of 
the prairies. 

The audience was invited to 
go up on stage and join in the 
dance, and many took ad¬ 
vantage of Uie opjsortunity. 

To the beat of tlie drum and 
the chant pf some of the 
Indians, the Indiaas and the 
white men joined hands and 
danced round and round the 
unpainted wooden stage in the 
rough grass field until dark¬ 
ness had completely fallen.

OTTAWA (CP) - A wide 
range of issues relating to 
product performance are of 
major consumer concern and 
should get priority treatment 
by federal and provincial 
governments, ministers at a 
f ederal-provincial consumer 
affairs conference in Ottawa 
decided Wednesday. 

'Dies* issues included mini¬ 
mum performance standards, 
fuller information about prod¬ 
ucts. a manufacturer's ac¬ 
ceptance of responsibility for 
his product, warranties and 
guarantees, repairs and serv¬ 
icing, and consumer recourse 
to compensation for unsatis¬ 
factory product performance. 

A communique issued fol¬ 
lowing the second day of 
closed meetings said a num¬ 
ber of provinces have, or plan 
to. take action for better 
warranties. 


Other steps to be con¬ 
sidered were modernization of 
provincial sales-of-goods laws 
and the provision of ready, 
inexpensive access to small 
claims courts or other 
remedial agencies where they 
do not already exist. 

Briefed in the morning by 
federal Health Minister John 
Munro, the provincial min¬ 
isters also welcomed ex¬ 
pansion of a federal program 
to assure drug quality. The 
program to test drugs and 
report their prices will be run 
co-oiieratively by the food and 
drug directorate and the 
consumer affairs department. 

The provinces agreed to co¬ 
operate with proposed federal 
studies on methods of unit 
pricing — the marking of 
product price by unit of 
weight in order to enable the 


consumer to do better com¬ 
parison shopping. 

The proposed research is to 
include discussions with retail 
outlets and consumer associ¬ 
ations to identify products 
wnere unit pricing might be

Health Program Can Build Skills 


Fat Boy Carries Mental Load 


By KEN KELLY 


OTTAWA (CP) - The fat 
boy in school may carry 
around a king size psychologi¬ 
cal burden as well as his 
unusual poundage. 

It can Increase his awk¬ 
wardness, limit his activities, 
spoil his social relationships 
and rob him of a chance to 
learn physical and emotional, 
skills needed throughout life. 

A way to change this 
handicap is being sought with 
some success by Dr. Maurice 
Jette, 33, assistant professor 
of kinanthropology at the 
University of Ottawa, and 
Pierre Seguln, 26, a physical 
education graduate of the 
university who directs a 
health and physical education 
program at a boys high 
school here. 

They have just concluded a 
pilot study of 12 boys and 10 
others who acted as controls. 
It indicates physical condition 
and individual attitudes can 
be markedly Improved. 

The “magic’' Ingredients 
are the old Indian game of 
lacrosse and a milieu which 
has the overweight boys com¬ 
peting among themselves 
rather than with slimmer, 
more agile and better co¬ 
ordinated contemporaries. 

The boys competed strongly 
with those who have similar 
problems, in contrast to pre¬ 
vious experience that showed 
overweights tended to be so

outclassed by regular class¬ 
mates that they have become 
p h y a i cal-activity dropouts 
through discouragement. 

“They were just plain 
sloppy before, but now you 
should see them move.” said 
Jette. who holds a PhD in 
exercise physiology from Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois. 

Lacrosse was picked be¬ 
cause it requires players to 
use every major muscle group 
in the body. 

Two one-hour periods a 
week from mid-December un¬ 
til mid-May were inaugurated 
for 12 overweight or poorly co¬ 
ordinated boys while the 10 
controls received no special 
activity program over the 
same period. 


“But now they ptey as a 
team and their anger is 
controlled. I have a feeling 
that it is not so much the 
exercise but the social inter¬ 
action that will benefit them 
moat.” 

Seguin said he could easily 
see the improvement in motor 


functioning over the test 
period. 

The boys were clearly more 
agile and better coordinated. 
The extent of improvement is 
now undergoing analysis from 
physical and biological studies 
dorfe at the start and at the 
end of the pilot program. 


The aim of the program 
was not to produce weight 
loss.

“Dr. Jette feels that if we 
helped the boys solve their 
psychological problems, they 
would solve their weight 
problem themselves,” Seguin 
said. 

He gave them a three-week 
course of instruction in la¬ 
crosse fundamentals, banned 
railblrds who might make the 
boys feel self-conscious then 
turned them loose in lacrosse 
games. 

“We quickly found out they 
had poor control over their 
emotions. They wanted to kill 
each other, even their own 
teammates,” Jette said.

Whet's Been done to It, it’a 
hard to believe that any foods 
are right. 

She oondemns, from soup 
to nuts. Beef cattle are 
fattened with the use of foe 
hormone stilbestrol. which 
she says has produced 
"breast cancer, fibroid tum¬ 
ors and excessive menstrual 
bleeding in women, sterility 
and impotence in men and 
arrested growth in children." 

(As recently as May 2, 1971, 
The New York Times re¬ 
ported that three doctors at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital In Boston found a 
link between stilbestrol given 
to pregnant women and a 
rare form of vaginal cancer 
that developed in their- 
daughters.) 

Eat much chicken? Poultry 
receives stilbestrol. too. It's 
even used to chemically cas¬ 
trate birds. Chicken feed is 
loaded with additive# which 
among other things artifici¬ 
ally yellows foe unattractive 
white skin of today’s broilers. 
Aware that modem poultry 
has become Increasingly 
bland and tasteless, poultry- 
men even inject flavorings 
into chickens before they’re 
marketed. 

According to Mrs. Hunter, 
frozen fish are ^‘dismal." 
Fresh fish are frozen. "Pea¬ 
nuts can be poisonous." And 
margarine is "the grand 
deception." And the book tells 
more, about grains and cer¬ 
eals without nutritive value, 
produce, baby food, "junk" 
food and even milk. 

What’s most Important, 
though, Is that Mrs. Hunter’s 
claims are not the ravings of 
a "food nut.” Everything is 
carefully documented, 51 
pages of notes and all. 

So knowing what she knows, 
what does Mrs. Hunter eat? 

"I prepare everything from 
scratch," she said. "It’s the 
myth of foe food Industry that 
all these processed foods are 
convenient. But Tm not 
against technology. Technol¬ 
ogy can be used to do good, 
too. And I don't want to turn 
foe clock back, but we should 
use foe things of the past as 
well." 

When shopping in foe 
supermarket, Mrs. Hunter 
advises, all foe labels should 
be read, although she doesn’t 
feel they tell that much.

ARMONK, N.Y. (AP) - 
International Business M a- 
chines Corp. announced Tues¬ 
day foe election of Patricia 
Roberts Harris of Washing¬ 
ton, a black lawyer, as a 
director. 

Mrs. Harris, the first black 
elected to the IBM board, 
served as U.S. ambassador to 
Luxembourg during the John¬ 
son administration and was 
formerly a member of the 
faculty of Howard University 
Law School. 


"Look at a label on a can of 
dog food and then at a baby 
food label.'’ you can tell more 
about what's in the dog food 
than In the food you give your 
baby," she said. 

But labels do say If a food 
contains artificial colors or 
flavors, mono or diglycerides, 
hydrogenated fats, alum 
(which keeps pickle# stiff and 
firm), sodium methyl cellu- 
louse, MSG, anti-oxldants and 
freshness preservers, alt of 
which Mrs. Hunter warns 
against. She avoids all pro¬ 
cessed foods. 

Who’s to blame for the sad 
shape of food? According to 
Mrs. Hunter, there Is a 
combination of culprits. The 
food industry itself "views the 
stomach as a merchandising 
problem.” 

"It is true," she says in her 
book, "that every new food 
Item introduced must be 
made to seem an improve¬ 
ment." As a result industry 
money is spent more for 
developing "alluring new 
packaging" and advertising 
than on food research. 

And there are the propa¬ 
gandists for special inlerests, 
such as the American Dairy 
Association. They tell us 
*milk is the perfect food and 
all that hooey,” says Mrs. 
Hunter. 

Supposedly unbiased scien¬ 
tific organizations such as the 
American National Science 
Foundation have been infil¬ 
trated by industry. Govern¬ 
ment agencies with the job of 
protecting the public, respond 
to food industry pressures. 

But "the consumer, lacking 


organization and funds, has 
no way to counterbalance 
these pressures." Mrs. Hunter 
says In her book. 


It’s not aytotally hopeless 
battle, /ftjoyKh. Mrs. Hunter 
makes a number of construc¬ 
tive recommendations that 
could help tiring food back to 
its naturally nutritious state 
and help the environment as 
well. Air pollution, water 
pollution, population control, 
feeding people, these are all 
"tied together" In Mrs. 
Hunter’s mind. 

She suggests using indus¬ 
trial waste for constructive 
purposes, such as putting it 
back in the earth as a 
fertilizer. She points out the 
waste in methods, such as is 
used in the processing of 
oilseeds, where quality pro¬ 
tein in the form of residues is 
completely discarded or at 
best used merely as animal 
feed. 

"Yet available amoumts 
from this source alone,” she 
says, "contain twice as much 
protein as the estimated 
world protein deficit." 

As to the supermarket of 
the future, Mrs. Hunter pre¬ 
dicts it may be very different 
from the store of today. 
Aisles of refrigerators and 
freezers may replace shelves 
so that chemicals used to 
prolong shelf life may be 
eliminated. 

Improvement will take 
place, she says, when indi¬ 
viduals start to act. "When 
the occasions demand action 
on a government level, 
write," she recommends.

SYDNEY (APi Austra¬ 
lia’s national airline paid 
more than a half-million 
dollars Wednesday in a bomb 
hoax possibly inspired by the 
movie Doomsday Flight, 
shown here recently on tele¬ 
vision. 

The airline. Qantas. was 
told a barometric bomb was 
concealed *on a Boeing 707 
jetliner cti route to Hong 
Kong with 116 passengers 
aboard. Qantas would have to 
pay 5560.000 to find out the 
location of the device, set to 
explode at a certain altiude 
while coming in to land. 

A search of the aircraft by 
the crew turned up nothing. 
Still, the airline agreed to the 
payoff in a downtown rendez¬ 
vous arranged through a 
series of phone conversations 
with the anonymous caller. 

Shortly after tlio payoff the 


caller informed Qantas there 
was no bomb'and the plane, 
called back when the pilot 
was first warned, landed 
safely at Sydney international 
airport. It had circled for 
hours and its fuel tanks were 
almost empty. 

The plot was simple, airline 
officials said, and apparently 
was based on Doomsday 
Flight. 

In the movie, a bomb set to 
explode at 5,000 feet is slipped 
aboard a plane. Tlie plane 
crew finally outwits the vil¬ 
lains by landing the aircraft 
at an airport at 5.200 feet 
elevation to avoid destruction. 

In a similar case, last 
August ki Anchorage, Alaska, 
Western Airlines paid 525,000 
for information about a pres¬ 
sure-sensitive bomb reported 
aboard a plane flying 126 
passengers between Anchor¬ 
age and Seattle. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The

Twelve persons are recover¬ 
ing in hospital from food 
p o i soning apparently con¬ 
tracted on a CNR passenger 
train Tuesday night, a rail¬ 
way spokesman.said. 

None was reported in seri¬ 
ous condition. 

The super-continental, en 
route to Montreal from Van¬ 
couver, was delayed several 
hours while all food supplies 
were changed. 


Dr. William Chernenkoff, a 
CNR doctor in Saskatoon, 
estimated that about 20 per¬ 
sons had become 111, but the 
12 in hoapital were the only 
ones taken from the train. 

He said he expected all 
would be released from hos¬ 
pital later today. 

"We don’t know the causa¬ 
tive orgnalsm," he said. The 
food taken from the train will 
be tested at the provincial 
laboratory In Regina to deter¬ 


mine the source of the 
poisoning. The testa would 
take three to five day* 

He said the food poisoning 
presumably occurred on the 
train. 

A CNR apokesman said the 
Illnesses developed on the 
train be*-veen Edmonton and 
Saskatoui. It was "the first 
time in my memory at least 
that such a thing has hap¬ 
pened on a CNR passenger 
train."

DUNCAN An agricultural 
co-op has been one of the 
roads that lead Cowichan 
Indians to success measured 
in terms of accomplishment 
and financial reward. 

When the co-op began op¬ 
erations about three years 
ago it was hailed as one of 
the first Indian agricultural 
co-ops in Canada and now the 
local group’s products are in 
demand not only by farmers, 
who buy rich hay for their 
winter feeding, but by a 
Victoria winery, which signed 
a contract for berries, grapes, 
and currants. 

In another year the berry 
crop will be ready for full 
production and about MO tons 
of berries will then be4hipi>ed 
to the Victoria firm. Past 
president of the Cowichan 
Indian Farm Co-op and Cowi¬ 
chan chief, Dennis Alphonse, 
said the cultivated farm land 


comprises 400 acres with a 
total potential acreage of 
1,000 acres which is being 
dcveloiied in stages. Three 
years ago the cultivated area 
was only 200 acres. 

Instrumental in the estab¬ 
lishment of the area. Which 
produces the grapes and 
berries were Harry Andison 
of the Saanichton experi¬ 
mental farm and Bert Bick¬ 
ford, field manager of Grow¬ 
ers Wine Company Ltd., who 
extended help and advice 
when approached by the 
Cowichan Indians. Also help¬ 
ing the Indians along with his 
vast knowledge was Allan 
Littler, su|>ervising horticul¬ 
turist of the provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture. 

The determination of the 
Indians, the freely offered 
advice by the experts, and the 
readiness of the wine industry 
made the venture a success 
story. To acquaint themselves 
with the production -area 


officials of the Victoria firm 
made a field trip Wednesday 
to the Koksilah berry and 
grape plantation. Indian af¬ 
fairs department official Vern 
Krutz told them the project 
had been promoted by the 
federal government with the 
provincial government lend¬ 
ing expert advice. 

He said that without the 
help from industry and with¬ 
out a guaranteed market it 
would have been very difficult 
for the farm coop's berry 
and grape growing venture. 
The company’s field manager 
said that the cultivated land 
of the Cowichan Farm Co-op 
is now planted with thornless 
blackberries which will yield 
about 90 tons, grape vines to 
produce about 40 tons, and 
other fruit including straw¬ 
berries, raspberries, and red. 
black and white currant 
bushes that will yield res¬ 
pectively 40 tons, 25 tons and 


15 tons plus about 10 tons 
from the three currant vari¬ 
eties. 

The company’s president. ^ 
Derek Haxell said that the e 
exjjerimehtal farm at Saa¬ 
nichton had been “very in¬ 
volved, very helpful and en¬ 
couraging.” Alphonse said 
that next year the eight- 
member agricultural coop 
expects to employ about 10 
pickers during the harvest. In 
reference to the field trip, 
Alphonse noted ‘‘everybody 
was enthusiastic and especi¬ 
ally the company official 
were optimistic that we will 
have a good future.” 

He added that the co-op «, 
plans to grow more berries to 
supply the local market in the 
Cowichan Valley as well. Also 
being grown by the Cowichan 
Indians are vegetables includ¬ 
ing corn and potatoes all of 
which were sold easily last 
year. 








Nanaimo Voters Approve 

$650,000 Car Parkades 


NANAIMO — Voters in a 
>|K»eial assessment area in 
downtown Nanaimo have 
agreed to go ahead with a 
program which will eventu¬ 
ally create 842 new parking 
places at two downtown sites 
at a cost of 5650,000. 

Of the 210 eligible voters, 
146 turned out and 95 voted in 
favor of the plan and 51 
against. 

The first step, according to 


Norm Graham, chairman of 
the downtown parking com¬ 
mittee. is for the city to 
exercise its options on prop¬ 
erty along from the liquor 
store on Cavan Street, and 
the area of the Capitol 
Theatre which will be relo¬ 
cated. 

Graham said: “I think we 
really don't know what this is 
going to generate in these 
areas It is going to change 
the face of the city.” 


He said work should start 
by the end of the year with 
completion slated about the 
fall of 1971. The first taxes 
will be levied in 1973. 

The first phase of one level 
at the Cavan Street parkade 
will accommodate 60 cars, 
and 240 cars when four levels 
are finished. 

The Bastion Street parkade 
will hold 175 cars on the first 
phase of two levels, and 602 
when seven levels are built.

The financing comes from 
four sources — a city grant of 
550,000; 50 per cent of net 
parking meter revenue;

A Victoria lawyer got part¬ 
way Wednesday in Victoria 
Provincial Court toward his 
goal of reduced bail for a 
young Campbell River district 
resident who has been in 
detention since April 16 await¬ 
ing court hearings on two 
charges.

Lawyer Robert Price won 
the approval of Judge William 
Ostler to a reduction in 
Myers’ bail on the narcotic 
charge to $500 from $1,500 — 
after informing the Judge the 
prosecutor in the case said by 
phone Wednesday he would 
not oppose a reduction. 

However, Myers is also on 
$1,500 bail on the fire charge 
and Price said he was unable 
to reach the prosecutor in 
that case — a different 
lawyer -- to find out if the 
same $1,500 was involved or 
the total was $3,000, and 
whether he would also agroe 
to a lower figure. 

Price said he sought lower 
bail because Myers had been 
in custody for more than a 
month, apparently due to 
absences of a judge and 
prosecutor and to delay in 
obtaining a certificate of 
analysis on the narcotic. 

He said Myers was to face 
a preliminary hearing June 17 
in Campbell River on the fire 
charge and trial, June 18 on 
the narcotic count, but a new 
date would have to he sought 
instead of the 18th because 
Price would not be available 
that day. 

Myers was remanded to 
next Wednesday for further 
hearing.
